May ir please your Excellency, 

In continuation of the Agricultural Statistics of Ireland for 1857 already presented 
to Parliament, I have now the honour to submit Tables, showing the estimated average 
ET ° f * he Se 7 ra c C .L°P s if 0 ™ “ County and Province in that year, compared 
with the Returns for 18o0 the usual Tables are also given of the number of Emigrants 
from each County, their age and sex, and the ports at which they embarked, -durum 
the twelve months ending 31st December, 1857. J ° 

The average yield of the Crops per acre has been compiled from Returns collected 
by the Constabulary for each Electoral Division in Ireland, from persons known in their 
respective localities for their intelligence and acquaintance with the subject. The entire 
number of individuals who afforded information to the Enumerators as to the probable 
field per acre stated in the following Tables, was 11,721, and the am-aoe arm under 
image, as to the produce of which an opinion was given by each person, was about 50(1 
acres. By narrowing the extent to this small area, I conceive that a very near estimate 
• 1 J P ro , duce ma 7 be obtained, as the intelligent farmer is generally aware of the ordinary 
peld oi the land m his immediate neighbourhood. The name and" address of each partV 
from whom the Enumerators procured the information, are entered on the printed Forms, 
10 order that they may be communicated with, should it become necessary. 

When the Returns were received from the Constabulary, they were carefully examined 
and copies of them,— containing the estimated yield per aero, for the Electoral Divisions 
f each Union,— were forwarded by me to the Boards of Guardians for their opinion as 
10 the accuracy of the Rates obtained by the Enumerators for each crop. The Circulars 
ana borms used may be seen at Pages 26 and 27. 

I am happy to state that tne assistance afforded by the Guardians was very gratifying, 
ana was greater than in any former year,— the Returns for 2,241 Electoral Divisions* 
having been revised by them— being 432 more than in 1856. The interest taken 
n ttus subject, and the good feeling exhibited by the Guardians in reference to it,

received from the Unions : —

“The Board of Guardians state they are of opinion that these Returns [of Average Produce] have been 
correctly prepared by the Constabulary Force.” 



« Claremorris Union, January 16th, 1858. 

“The Board of Guardians of this Union have no reason to doubt the correctness of the Average Produce per 
acre, as set forth in the lists supplied by the Enumerators.” 



“Dungannon Union, January 18th, 1858. 

“ The Returns for the different Electoral Divisions having been examined, the Guardians are of opinion that 
the Average Quantities appear to have been fairly and most carefully computed.” 

“Dungarvan Union, 28th December, 1857. 

“ The Guardians are of opinion that, in a few cases, the Average Produce, set forth in the Returns is over- 
estimated ; but, on the whole , they consider it fairly represents the yield of the respective Crops” [in the Union.]

Extract from minutes of proceedings of meeting held on 7th January, 1858, Lord John T. Browne, M.P., in 
the chair : — 

“ Resolved— That the Returns of Estimated Average Produce of the Crops of 1857 of this Union, received 
from Mr. Donnelly, Registrar-General, be forwarded by the Clerk of the Union to the respective or resident 
Guardians of each Electoral Division, with a request that they will examine same, and report to the Board as to 
their accuracy, in order that such Returns may be finally revised at the meeting of the Board, this day fortnight; 
the Board considering it highly important that the Agricultural Produce Returns should be as correct as possible, 
will, with this view, be glad to afford every assistance and co-operation on the subject in their power to the 
Registrar-General.” 

By some of the Boards I have not been favoured with any reply to my communications, 
and from others letters have been received stating that the Guardians did not think 
themselves sufficiently qualified to undertake the revision of the Returns. On the whole, 
the alterations made by the Guardians in the average Rates of Produce for the Electoral 
Divisions were not numerous; and in most cases, the yield, as obtained by the Con- 
stabulary from practical men — many of whom were Guardians — was reported to me to be 
correct. It is right to add, that by the Clerks of the Unions generally an anxious desire 
has been expressed to render me every assistance in their power in this important 
matter; and from various other quarters I have also received assurances of friendly co- 
operation. 

One of the principal difficulties in the way of procuring satisfactory opinions upon 
the average yield per Acre, — as noticed in my remarks on the Produce Tables for 
1856, — is the diversity of weights in use throughout the country, owing to which the 
Enumerator is obliged to ascertain the weight of the barrel in the locality for which 
he is collecting the Returns, and, when necessary, to convert it to the standard weight; 
and although he is furnished with Tables for this purpose, and every desire to give 
him accurate information may be shown by his informant, yet the omission to note the 
weight of the barrel in the locality may seriously disturb the Average Rate of Produce 
for the Electoral Division. An instance of the effect of this dissimilarity of weight may be 
given in illustration: — In different districts of the county of Galway, the barrel of Potatoes 
weighs 40, 48, 64, and 96 stones ; in Cork, 20 and 72 stones ; in Carlow, 24 stones; 
whereas in these Tables the Potatoes are calculated in barrels of 20 stones for every 
County: — Thus, a farmer in one district may state he has a certain number of barrels as 
the produce of an acre ; and in another, that he has the same number, but the produce will 
be different ; — it therefore requires much intelligence and care to procure the information 
necessary to fill the Forms; I believe, however, that in respect to these rates — examined 
and certified as the Returns of the Enumerators are by their officers, and subsequently 
revised in so many cases by the Guardians — a very great degree of accuracy has been 
arrived at. In the Counties of Ulster, Potatoes and Agricultural Produce generally are 
sold by the cwt. of 112 lbs.

It is to be 
hoped that a general measure to remedy this strange diversity will soon receive the sanction 
of Parliament, as there are few enactments which would be more gratefully received by the 
public espec, ally by the poor and .Iliterate-who are frequently great sufferers by the 
present anomalous and indefensible system. J b J

I am glad to see a practice, which I have attended to with much advantage for a considerable number of years 
yeaning stubble lands of root-weeds, and also of the seeds of annual weeds, by skim-ploughing immediately, or 
florin p0SSlb ; 7? crop ba . s beeu severed. The great enemy, as a root-weed, so prevalent in Ireland, is the

ed and grubbed out whilst the soil is dry, after the crop is off. This practice also destroys seed-weeds. The 
are so near the surface they soon start, and are completely destroyed by a second deep ploughing. Skim 
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ploughs are of common use in England, but are beyond the reach of small farmers in Ireland, and, indeed, are not, 
I think, so efficacious as the common single-horse plough, with a very wide share, such as is commonly used in 
paring land for burning. The root-weeds of all common sorts are most easily got rid of in this way, and much 
spring labour spared; besides, the weeds and stubbles collected thus together, and judiciously mixed with stable 
dung°will often be of such value as manure as to pay for the expense incurred in getting rid of them. A pair of 

good horses, each working a plough such as I describe, will get over an Irish acre in a day, or nearly so i.e., a 

one-horse plough nearly half an acre. To pursue the practice successfully, no time should be lost between the 
reaping and the plough ; the corn could be stooked in rows, so as to allow the ploughs to go on between them 
to be making progress, and as much done as possible before wet weather and short days come on. After the 
plough, follow with a heavy harrow, so as to shake up as much of the furrow as possible ; gather off the stubbles 
and weeds, which would interrupt the harrow, and harrow heavily again, and much of the enemy will be got off.”

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It will be observed that throughout Ireland there was a falling off in the acreable 
produce during the year 1857 in every Crop, except Mangel Wurzel and Hay, the former 
of these haying afforded an increased yield of nearly a ton per acre, the latter the same 
amount as in 1856, and that, owing to an enlarged area under cultivation, there was an 
increase in the total produce of Wheat, Barley, Rye, and Hay, whilst Bere, Turnips, and 
Flax diminished in both extent and yield, and Potatoes, with an increased area, show a 
very low general produce. Cabbage, with a greater breadth than in 1856, gives a less 
total produce ; and Mangel, although having a smaller acreage, exhibits a larger yield. 

The Agricultural Statistics of Scotland for 1857 having been published, I am enabled to 
give the following comparative statement of the Acreage, in statute measure, and of the 
produce, in quarters, of the principal Crops grown in Ireland and Scotland in that year

The entire number of Holdings from which the Returns were collected in Ireland was 
594,334, and in Scotland 43,432. 

The Scotch Statistics do not include either the acreage or produce of nearly 42,000 
I holdings. Mr. Hall Maxwell states that the area of the holdings which are omitted is 
| about 220,000 acres, — being those rented yearly , under £10 in 28 Counties, and under £20 
• in six Counties ; — but the probable extent of each Crop grown on them is not shown — in 
Ireland even the smallest holdings are enumerated. As regards the larger acreage under 
Turnips in Scotland, it appears to be partly owing to the great number of sheep in that 
country, which require a large supply of Turnips for winter and spring feeding, and 
partly to the average extent of the farms for which Returns are made, being much larger 
j in Scotland than the average size of the holdings in Ireland ; — the former being 81 '9 acres, 
and the latter only 9-9 acres. 

It is well known that the small landholders in Ireland generally grow Potatoes in much 
larger proportion than Turnips, as they find them more profitable for the maintenance of 
their families, and as food for their pigs and poultry; they have but little stock, and 
seldom sheep, and do not grow Turnips in any quantity. 

I am aware that it is very desirable to publish these Produce Tables at the beginning of 
e ach year ; but the difficulties in the way, partly owing to the great diversity of weights 
dow in use, and partly to the minuteness of the inquiries — extending over every Electoral 
Division in Ireland — and the very numerous calculations before the Tables can be com- 
pleted, have prevented my doing so ; — as the subject, however, becomes better understood, 
DDd should uniformity of weights be established it is hoped that the increased facilities thus 
afforded will permit these important Tables to be published at an earlier period.

Emigration The entire emigration from Irish ports during the six years and eight months included 
from Ireland in the Table, amounted to 933,861 persons, — of whom 472,871 were males, and 460 990 
since 1851 females, — being in the proportion 14-25 persons to every LOO of the population in 1851 • 
continued. gp.QQ p er cen t. 0 f these emigrants were from the province of Munster, which has contri- 
buted the greatest number; 25‘82 per cent, were from Ulster; 21-20 per cent, from 
Leinster ; and 12-28 per cent, from Connaught. 

Of the counties, Tipperary, Clare, and Kerry have afforded the largest number of 
emigrants in proportion to their population; and Dublin, Mayo, and Sligo, the least- 
of the whole number of persons who emigrated from Ireland, the largest amounts were 
from the county and city of Cork, and from Tipperary. 

The several counties are arranged below in the order of the greatest proportionate 
emigration from 1st of May, 1851, to 31st' December, 1857, calculated on the population 
of 1851 : —

^uld appear that there were very few Emigrants below 5, or above 55 years ox 
age. The total number who left at these ages was 6,31 9, — being 6 - 7 per cent, of the 
entire 95,081 persons who emigrated during 1857. 
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From Leinster and Connaught the proportion of Emigrants at each age-period was 
nearly equal, but from Ulster and Munster those who left between the ages of 5 and 55 
were somewhat less in proportion than from the other provinces. This will appear from

You will receive herewith blank copies of “ Form 
C,’’ referred to in the “General Instructions" ad- 
dressed to the Enumerators the 12 th of last May, in 
order to enable you to make Returns of the Dates of 
Produce of the various Crops grown in your District, 
and in each of the Electoral Divisions mentioned in the 
enclosed List, which you will be so good as to send 
back to this Office along with the Returns, when 
filled. 

It will be observed that two distinct Forms are sent 
for this purpose — that heretofore in use, which will be 
filled by yourself, the other to be filled by on Enu- 
merator, selected by you for his intelligence and 
acquaintance with the parties resident in the Electoral 
Division for which the Return is required. Instruc- 
tions as to the method of filling each of these Forms 
are printed on them. 

From the friendly co-operation and assistance which 
has been afforded to the Enumerators by all ranks and 
classes in ascertaining the extent of each Crop culti- 
vated in Ireland this year, I confidently trust that by 
making inquiries from the resident Gentry, Clergy, 
and intelligent Farmers in your neighbourhood, you 
will be able to arrive at a valuable approximation to 
the Average Rates of Produce per Statute, or English 
acre, of the various kinds of Grain, Potatoes, and 
other Crops grown in your District ;— that being the 
object sought to be attained by means of this Return, 
to which accuracy, as far as possible, can alone give anj 1 
real value. 

Your particular attention is at present requested to 
this subject, in consequence of the additional interest 
and increasing importance now attached to Agricul- 
tural Statistics, and I trust you will be enabled to for- 
ward the Returns for your District to this Office 
before the 30th instant, in order that a General Ab- 
stract may be compiled and submitted for the con- 
sideration of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
It is my intention to solicit the assistance of the 
Boards of Guardians on this difficult question,— as 
was done by me last year-, —in order to obtain then- 
opinions as to the Rates of Produce in the several 
Electoral Divisions and Poor Law Unions in Ireland. 
This information will form a valuable auxiliary to that 
obtained through the Constabulary.

1. In filling in the Rates of Produce, the yield will 
be stated per Irish and also per English or Statute Acre, 
for each Crop. 

2. One Form will be filled by the Enumerator for 
each Electoral Division, as per List furnished to the 
Sub-Inspector. 

3. The information as to the probable yield of the 
Electoral Division for which the Return is made, 
should be procured from intelligent Landholders of 
the District, whose Names and Addresses will be 
stated in the column left for that purpose. 

4. The greatest care should be taken in filling these 
Forms, and the information should he procured and 
the Return sent to the Sub-Inspector of the District, 
on or before the 30th instant — sooner if practicable. 

5. In those parts of the country in which the Cun- 
ningham Measure is used, the word “Irish” maybe 
erased with the pen, and the word “ Cunningham" sub- 
stituted at the head of the column. A Cunningham 
Acre is equal to 1a. 1r. Op. English or Statute Measure.

I take the liberty of enclosing copies of Returns 
showing the estimated average produce by the English and 
also by the Irish Acre, of the various crops grown in 
1857, within each Electoral Division of the Union of 
in order to procure from the Guardians 
their opinion as to whether the average produce per 
Acre, as obtained by the Enumerators from resident 
Landholders, fairly represents the yield of the respec- 
tive crops. 

In case the Guardian signing the Return considers 
any rate entered upon it, to be above or below what 
it should be, columns are provided in which to insert 
the corrected rate. 

As these Forms may be filled without much trouble, 
I shall feel much obliged if the Guardians will be so 
good as to favour me with their opinion respecting the 
produce of the various crops in their Union, and thus 
aid in increasing the value of these Returns, which 
are of so much general importance to the community. 

May I request you will be so good as to give direc- 
tions to the Clerk of your Board to return these Forms to 
me at farthest by the 1 5 th of January next, as they are 
required to assist in compilingforpublication the Table 
of estimated average produce of die crops in 1857 — a 
copy of which I shall, as upon former occasions, have 
the pleasure of furnishing for the use of the Guardians. 

In ease it is inconvenient to obtain the signature of 
an Ex-Officio or Elected Guardian, particularly con- 
nected with any Electoral Division, the signature of 
any other Guardian acquainted with the District, will 
be sufficient ; or, if the rates of produce are discussed 
and decided upon at a Meeting of the Board, the 
signature of the Chairman, or of the Clerk, with his 
approbation, will answer the purpose. 

I take this opportunity of expressing my obligations 
to the many Guardians who were so kind as to assist 
me in the revision of the Returns of Produce for 1856,
